Moreover, the labor move- 
ment, as well, seeming com- 
placent-and believing that the 
Negro voters are automatically 
Democratic, has not advanced its 
demands for Negro rights. rm 

We must conclude, then, that 
(1) the Republican strategy has 
created. some rifts among the 


‘ Negto voters, and that (2) there 


has been a weakening of the 
loose alliance of Negro groups 
and the unions, and that (3) 
the Republicans are almost sure 
to register some gains among 
Negroes as a result of these de- 
velopments. 


Whether or not these ‘gains are 


“ enough to ‘make a difference in 


the final election. results, they 
represent a significant danger 
calling for prompt action, espe- 
cially by unionists and other in- 
dependent voters.
